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KENTUCKY’S INTEREST IN IMMIGRATION. 

Senator James B. McCreary’s bill now pending in the Senate of the United i 
States to regulate immigration has a special interest for Kentucky, not only j 
i because it is the solution offered by one of the State Senators to a question i 
of great national importance, but because Kentucky has of late shown a keen ! 
interest in this subject. The measure proposed by Senator McCreary increases ! 
the restriction upon undesirable immigrants and increases the facilities by ! 
which States with representatives at immigrant ports may secure from the great 
mass of immigrants that are pouring into the country, whatever they may i 
i need of the better class of agricultural and industrial laborers, and protect j 
themselves measurably ^against immigrants of an undesirable kind. 

This immigration question is an important one and a practical one. A step j 
toward i uttin ~ Kentucky in po icion to derive some advantage from the provision : 
i of Senator McCreary’s bill is proposed in the bill that has been introduced at I 
I rank fort by Senator Nv/eman. This bill provides for a commission which! 
shall, among all other things, look after the immigration interests of the State, j 
It does not go as far as some would have it go, but it goes in the right direc- : 
tion and would put Kentucky in a better position, both for securing that influx ; 
. of thrifty population, for which there is such a demand in many parts of the ! 
! State, and for imposing some check upon the kind of immigration that the j 
State does not want. It provides also for supplying needed information | 
to investors and home seekers from other States. The bill should be passed 1 
without a dissenting voice.

THE PROPOSED REVENUE BILL. 

; 

The proposed Revenue bill scheduled to be introduced in the Kentucky ! 
i Legislature this week, will meet with considerable opposition in both the Sen- 
I ate and House. 

The Sheriffs are opposed to the provision changing the method of collecting 
j taxes, while others are opposed to such provisions as effect them personally, 
i or the interests they represent. The objections urged by the Sheriffs are that 
| the collection of taxes will be made more difficult. At present the Sheriff can 
; collect the taxes just as soon as he receives his books and the Equalization 
| Board passes on the levy. He is able to visit the taxpayer at times when he 
j knows they are prepared to pay their taxes, and thus make his collections at 
his leisure and keeps a good many names off the delinquent list. The proposed 
I law prohibits collections outside of the Sheriff’s office after November 1, when 
the penalty goes on. This will not only interfere with prompt payments, but a 
large proportion of the taxes will be paid at the last moment, and that would 
mean a rush that couuld not be handled without a greatly increased office force. 
Unless there is some good reason for the change the law should stand as it is. i 

SET A SENSIBLE PACE. 

If Miss Alice Roosevelt has made a decision regarding weddings that will 
be followed by even one bride, she will have set such a sensible pace that 
i if-she has ever been foolish in the past, it is forgiven her. She says that she 
will h*ave no bridesmaids, which is a most sensible decision to make. What 
earthly reason is there for having a long procession to the altar for any girl? 
In the less civilized countries, there is a procession of natives beating on tom- 
toms, then more natives beating the air, and then the briue, and more na- j 
tives. 

In this country there m?y be no beating of tom-toms or of the air, but 
there is a good deai of beating of tradesmen in order to give the bride a proces- 
sion wedding, in which heating the unhappy parents of every g : ri asked to be 
bridesmaid must participate. It is a foolish piece of business and if Miss 
i Roosevelt’s decision shortens this parade a block or two, cutting it down to j 
| the preacher and the bride and groom, she will deserve a place in the Hall of 
Fame.

of two cylinders, one above and rotat- 
ing on the other. In both cylinders, 
extending- vertically their full length, 
are ninety parallel channels, each 
channel corresponding to some one 
type. 

To distribute the type in the first 
place the channels of the upper cylin- 
der are filled with “dead matter” (type 
that has been used) and is revolved 
step by step. At each step or move- 
ment of the distributer cylinder the 
bottom type of each line of dead mat- 
I ter is tested by the wards or channels 
of the lower cylinder, until it finds 
one exactly corresponding and drops in 
the lower magazine. The lower cylin- 
der is stationary and at the bottom of 
each channel it contains a lever 
which is connected with a keyboard 
similar to that of a typewriter. 

When a character on the keyboard 
is pressed down the lever is released 
the corresponding character from the 
channel and deposits it on a rapidly 
moving disc which carries it around 
the machine and to a “packer” which 
packs the letters into a line in their 
proper order, in an upright position, 
or, to use a printer’s phrase, “standing 
on their feet.” Along line of type 
rapidly forms in front of the operator, 
and when he has enough for his pur- 
pose he whirls his chair around, and 
with a small instrument called a“grab” 
separates enough from the long line 
to make the line measure he is set- 
ting. This he justifies or “spaces”, 
and then takes another line and so on. 
When two person are working at the 
same time, one operates the keyboard 
and the other does the spacing. As 
soon as the line is spaced it is auto- 
matically pushed back to make room 
for another line and at the same time 
the matter is leaded if so desired. 

After the machine is once in opera- 
tion all that is necessary in the way of 
distributing is to place a galley of 
dead type on the side of the upper cyl- 
inder in a place prepared for it. 

It does the work perfectly, and while it 
is apparently simple , it would be im- 
possible to explain the matter intelli- 
gently, so we won’t try, but again in- 
vite you to come and see for yourself. 

The Simplex is small and compact, 
weighing about 1,100 pounds and occupy 
ing no more floor space than an ordi- 
nary cook stove, and while it took 
brains and lots of them to invent it, 
it is of remarkably simple construction 
and not at all liable to get out of re- 
pair. 

We have had it in operation only a 
few days, but that is long enough to 
discover fits true worth, and every 
time we see it work, with almost 
human intelligence, we fell like taking 
off our hats in its presence. 

It is certainly the best and most won- 
derful machine that ever graced a 
country print shop.

money, — these considerations among 

others led us to see that something 

* 

swifter and better than hand type set- 
ting must be provided. After a long 
and careful investigation of the whole 
subject of mechanical type setting, 
we have finally installed the machine 
which is working such a revolution in 
the old methods of producing newspa- 
' pers. 

It is probable that on no labor saving 
i machine has more time and money been 
expended than on a device to set and 
dsitribute type. For over a century 
inventors have struggled with the que- 
: tion, and while their efforts were partis 
ally successful, it has only been in the 
; past ten years that a practical machine 
has been put on the market. It seems 
an impossibility that any combination 
• of machinery other than that encom- 
1 passed in the human body could sepa- 
rate nearly a hundred characters, pick 
them up again form ,them into words, 
combine the words into sentences and 
f place them in readiness for that older 
but none the less marvelous result of 
brains— the modern printing press. 
The Simplex does it though, and does 
it five times as fast as the most rapid 
compositor. 

It was easy to make mistakes in the 
old way. An e would slip into the h 
box or a p into the n box, but the Sim- 
plex can make no such mistakes. The 
operator can and doubtless will contin- 
ue to make mistakes, but they will be 
fewer than before and the hardships 
of the proof reader will be considera- 
bly essened and the sensibilities of the 
critical newspaper reader shocked less 
frequently than before. 

It would be almost an impossibility 
to give an accurate description of this 
wonderful machine and the only way 
to get even a faint idea of its possibil- 
ities is to come and examine its work- 
ings. We pubhsh a picture in this is- 
sue which is accurate as far as general 
appearances go, but of course gives no 
idea as to how- it is operated. The 
Simplex typesetter uses just the same 
kind of type as is set by hand . Each 
individual type has a separate combi- 
nation of “nicks” or notches cut on 
the edge, and on this fact is based 
the fundamental principle of the ma- 
chine.
